This s'o* up eotiai.ated of Slchard Walter Boreiigardt #1, 
Lse 0!>w«ld IP, Kllle Carl Brauwell #3, and Bon Ablee tU. T»-l» a^o« «p me 
OTBT at Ti?? TO, and Oswald was taken baeV to Capt. Frlta' a offioe. Jaat 
before thla show ap, F. B. I. Agent Clementa, waa talklnf to Oawald. dcnenta 
vaa (totting Owald'a ohjraleal deserlptlon, and where he had lived and worked 
before eoidnp to riallaa. Clements also cheeked and listed the oententa of 
Oswald' ■ billfold. Clements'a Interrogatlcn nas diso<ii tinned until we had 
the ahow up. Afont Clenents eontintwd after we had brought Oswald back. 
Clegienta talked to hin about 30 ainutes aore.

Chelf 
Curry said for nn not to let anyone iret near hl« or tooeh hlw, and If they 
atteapted to, for us to take him out IwaedlBtoly. Capt. Frlta told us he 
•anted all of his men to go with Oswald at this time. After a *ort time, 
we took Oswald down to the Show \yp Room. The ro<a» was full of newsmeiv and 
we kept him there about five Binotes, and then we took Oswald to the Jail 
Office, and he vaa placed In Jail.
